No, F. 7(15)/71-IC. —The Government of India are pleased to make the follow¬ 
ing scheme of 10 per cent Central grant or subsidy for industrial units to be set 
up in certain selected backward districts/areas with a view to promoting the 
growth of industries there: 

1. Short Title. —This scheme may be called the 10 per cent Central Outright 
Grant or Subsidy Scheme 1971 for Industrial Units to be set up in Selected Back¬ 
ward Districts/Areas. 

2. Commencement and Duration.— It will come into effect from the 2fith August, 
1971 and remain in force for the remaining period of the Fourth Five Year Plan 
and for such further period as may be decided by the Government of India 

3. Applicability. —It is applicable to Industrial units In ‘selected districts/areas’ 
as defined in the scheme, oth“r than those whose total fixed capita] investment 
would exceed Rs. 50 lakhs. In case of units involving total fixed capital Investment 
exceeding Rs. 50 lakhs, the scheme might be made applicable on consideration 
of merits at the discretion of the Government of India or the State/T/nJop 
Territory, 
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4. Definitions — (a) 'Industrial unit’ means any industrial undertaking and 
suitable servicing unit, other than that run dcpartmentally by Government; 

(b) 'new industrial unit' means an industrial unit for the setting up of which 
effective steps were not taken prior to 1st October, 1970; 

(c) 'existing industrial unit’ means an industrial unit for the setting up of 
which effective steps were taken prior to 1st October, 1970; 

(d) ‘substantial expansion’ means Increase in the value of fixed capital invest¬ 
ment of an industrial unit by not less than 25 per cent for the purpose of ex¬ 
pansion of capacity, modernisation, etc.; 

(e) ‘effective steps’ mean one or more of the following steps • 

(i) that 60 per cent or more of the capital issued for the industrial unit 
has been paid up; 

(ii) that a substantial part of the factory building has been constructed; 

(iii) that a firm order has been placed for a substantial part cf the plant 
and machinery required for the industrial unit. 

(f) ‘fixed capital investment’ means Investment in land, building and plant 
and machinery. 

Total fixed capital Investment will lie assessed as follows: 

(1) Land: 

The actual price paid for the land to the extent needed for the purposes 
of the plant. Charges for the leased land will not b” l.iken into ac¬ 
count. 

(2) Building; 

Same as in the case of land Kent of a hired building will not be taken 
Into account. 

(3) Plant and machinery: 

(i) In calculating the value of plant and machinery, the cost of p’ant and 

machinery a» elected at site will be taken into account which will in¬ 

clude the cost of productive equipment, such as tools, has, dies and 
moulds; transport charges, demurrage, insurance premium, etc., will 
also be taken into account. 

Oil The amount Invested on goods carriers to the extent thev tre actually 

utilised for transport of raw materials and marketing tl the AH she'd 

products, will be taken into account. 

(iii) Working capital including raw materials and other consumable stores 
will be excluded for computing the value of plant and Hiwhlcnrv i 

(g) ‘selecetd dlstrict/area’ means a distrlct/aren selected by the Planning 
Commission in consultation with Ihe Ministries concerned to qualify for the out¬ 
right grant or subsidy and included in the Schedule hereof. 

5 Procedure for claiming outright grant or subsidy.—Industrial units in select¬ 
ed districts/areas will get thrmsrives registered with the State Department con¬ 
cerned prior to taking effective steps for setting up the new units or undertaking 
substantial expansion of the existing units and indicate their assessment of the 
total additional fixed eapltal likely to be invested bv them. Such of the units 
as had taken ‘effective steps’ prior to the date of announcement of th» scheme, but 
after 1st October, 1970 will get themselves registered by 31st December, 1971 

ft. Procedu'e for disbursement of outright grant or subsldv.—Each Stat» 
Government/Union Territory Admin.strntion concerned will set up a Committee 
consisting of a representative each of the State/Union Territory Department con¬ 
cerned. the State/Union Territory Finance Department, the Central Ministry of 
Industrial Development and if the Industrial unit is to be assisted bv a financial 
institution, the financial institution concerned, to e 0 { n to each case to deride 
whether It should qualify for the 19 per cent grant or subsidy and also about the 
quantum of subsidy, 
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7 In respect of a new industrial unit set up without assistance from the finan¬ 
cial'institutions or the State Government/Union Territory Administration con¬ 
cerned, ami having a total hxed capital investment ot not more than Rs. 50 lakhs, 
an outright grant or subsidy amounting to one-tenth of the fixed capital invest¬ 
ment as assessed by the Committee referred to in the preceding paragraph will 
be disbursed to the unit by the State Government/Union Territory Administration 
concerned at the time the unit goes into production and thereafter claimed by the 
State Government/Union Territory Administration concerned from the Ministry 
of Industrial Development. Similarly, in respect of substantial expansion by 
an existing industrial unit without assistance from the financial institutions or 
the State Government/Union Territory Arministratlon concerned and involving 
a total additional fixed capital investment of not more than Rs. 50 lakhs, an 
outright grant or subsidy amounting to one-tenth of the total aditlonal fixed 
capital investment as assessed by the Committee referred to in para 6 will be 
disbursed to the unit by the State Government/Union Territory Administration 
concerned at the time the substantial expansion has been effected and the unit 
has gone into production and thereafter claimed by the State Government/Union 
Territory Administration concerned from the Central Ministry of Industrial Deve¬ 
lopment. 

8 . In respect of an industrial unit to be assisted by the State Government/ 
Union Territory Administration concerned, the 10 per cent of the estimated fixed 
capital investment as assessed by the Committee referred to tinder paras 6 and 7 
above, will be disbursed to the unit by the State Government/Union Territory 
Administration concerned, in as many instalments as the loan is disbursed by 
the State Government/Union Territory Administration concerned and simultaneous¬ 
ly claimed from the Central Ministry of Industrial Development. In such cases, 
the contract to be drawn up between the State Govenment/Union Territory Ad¬ 
ministration and the unit concerned, may cover mortgage/pledge/hypothetication 
of the assets by the State Government/Union Territory Administration concerned 
and the 10 per cent grant or subsidy./ Where the industrial units obtained their 
loans from State Financial Corporations or Industrial Development Corporations, 
the State Governments may nominate that Financial Institution or Industrial 
Development Corporation as their agent for the disbursal of the subsidy subject 
to the conditions enumerated above being fulfilled. However, in all such cases 
the claim lor reimbursement from the Central Ministry of Industrial Development 
will only be mnue by the State Government/Union Territory Administration con¬ 
cerned. 

9. After having settled the claim in accordance with paras 7 and 8 above, 
the State Government/Union Territory Administration will in the first Instance 
adjust the expenditure against the outstanding ways an means advances made 
to the State Governraent/Union Territory for Centrally sponsored schemes in ac¬ 
cordance with the procedure outlined in the Ministry of Finance letter No. 2(17)- 
P.II/58 dated 12th May, 1958. As regards the grant or subsidy disbursed through 
the financial institutions, the details of the procedure for reimbursement of the 
same to them will be notified separately. 

10. Rights of the Centre/State Government/Financial Institutions. —If the Cen¬ 
tral Government/State Government/Union Territory Administration/Financial 
Institution concerned is satisfied that the 10 per cent subsidy or grant to an indus¬ 
trial unit has been obtained by misrepresentation as to an essential fact, furnish¬ 
ing of false information or if the unit goes out of production within 5 years after 
commencement, the Central Government/State Government/Union Territory Ad- 
ministration/flnancial institution concerned my claim refund of the grant or sub¬ 
sidy from the owner of the unit after giving an opportunity to him to be heard. 

11 . Without taking prior approval of the Ministry of Industrial Development/ 
State Government/Union Territory Administration/financial institution concern¬ 
ed, no owner of an industrial unit after receiving a part or the whole of the 10 
per cent grant or subsidy will be allowed to change the location of the whole or 
any part of the industrial unit or effect any substantial contraction or disposal 
of a substantial part of its total fixed capital investment within a period of 5 
years after its going into production, 

12. In respect of all units to whom TO per cent grant or subsidy is disbursed 
by the financial institution/State Govemment/Union Territory Administration 
concerned, a certificate of utilisation of the grant or subsidy for the purposes 
for which it was given shall be furnished to the Central Ministry of Industrial 
Development by the financial institution/State Government/Union Territory Ad¬ 
ministration concerned within a period of one year from the date of the receipt 
of the last instalment/full amount. 
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13. A f 'ir receiving the 10 per cent grant or subsidy, each industrial unit shall 
submit annual progress report to the Ministry of Industrial Development/State 
Government/ Union Territory Administration concerned about its working for 
a period of 5 years after going into production.
